they were in custody. 

In Yugoslavia the same day eleven 
men were sentenced to death because 
German officials had been attacked 
there, likely enough by parties the con- 
victed men did not know and in places 


they had not been. In such matters of | 


detail the gestapo is not curious. 

It is rather more than likely that a 
good many of these victims died or are 
to die for crimes committed by Ger- 
mans.

The desert peoples come of 
fighting stock, and their religious 
practices and belief are associated with 
war. If they are true sons of their 
conquering fathers, something other 
than terror will fill their minds at this 
outrage.

There is an inescapable logic govern- 
ing the dealings between any single nation 
and the rest of the world. Internally, so- 
cieties of people may act in a fairly arbi- 
trary way. They may pass laws, and re- 
voke them, make decisions and reverse 
them, start one policy and change it. For 
they are, in wholly domestic matters, mas- 
ters of their Own destiny. 

But they also live, as a 
nation, in a world of 
other nations, with whom 
they have relationships. 
And in their relations 
with the rest of the world 
they are not the exclusive 
masters of their destinies. 
A nation may, for in- 
stance, be committed to 
legitimate, representative, 
liberal government, and 
peace with all nations, Yet it may lose all 
these things without taking any action at 
all, wholly through the act of another na- 
tion, as Holland and Norway have. 

A nation may be immensely strong and 
perfectly able to defend itself given one 
set of conditions outside its own borders, 
but should conditions change it can find 
itself, without any action whatsoever on 
its own part, ulterly weak and defenceless, 
even when its own numbers, arms, and 
resources have in no way diminished. 

Britain, in 1937, was one of the strong- 
est nations on earth. But her strength lay 
in the presumption that she had nothing to 
fear from the continent of Europe. The 
presumption was false because her lead- 
ers had failed to understand the nature of 
the forces that were accumulating in one 
nation on the continent, and which would, 
in a very short time, bring the danger of 
national extermination to her very doors, 


No Police Force 


Tn a world in which there are no re- | 
strictions on national sovereignty and no | 
police force to prevent the use of force by 
single nations, that nation is safest which 
has a consistent and long established for- 
eign policy which the whole world knows | 
can be challenged only at the risk of war.

The United States has had, in its history, 
only three consistent policies: Freedom of 
the seas; the Monroe Doctrine, and the 
Open Door in the Far East. 

As the President pointed out, the first 
of these policies is so long established that 
both Adams and Jefferson simply ordered 
their navies to clear the seas of raiders on | 
shipping, without any consultation with 
Congress. We fought the Revolutionary 
War, the War of 1812, and the Great War 
over this issue. We avoided many other 
wars while keeping the seas free for our- 
selves by having a clear policy. 

But in our own days, we set this policy 
adrift when in 1937 Congress passed the 
Neutrality Act, which had the unique | 
distinction of being a one-way pledge to 
restrict our own freedom of action with- 


thinking: that in

Neutrality or non-neutrality, isolation 
or non-isolation are judged by whether 
they are useful or harmful to the Nazis. 


| Holland was neutral and isolationist, but 


Dutch neutrality and isolation did not 
serve Nazi interests, so they were violated. 
American isolation, at this stage of the 
game, would be useful to the Nazis so the 
arguments for it are put into the mouths 
of the Lindberghs. 


Abandon Policy 

But for us, the question becomes: 
Shall we abandon our policy because the 
Germans don't accept it, and are interven- 
ing against it with armed force? Again, 
we cannot make that decision as though 
it were purely a domestic matter, for the 
abandonment of the policy would be an 
even more cataclysmic act than to con- 


| tinue it. 


Were jit abandoned the pro-American 
government of Churchill would fall, the 
resistance to Hitler of the European peo-: 
ples be broken, and in a few months’ time 
we would face Hitler alone, with all the 
advantages of manpower and resources 


would also have terrific internal repercus- 
sions. For while it is true that domestic 
policy does not always influence foreign 
policy, the reverse is never true, Failure 
to see the present policy through would 
leave the Roosevelt government without 
authority, the country divided, and the 
nation open to every fascist intrigue that 
is rife. And at no future time could we 
face Hitler again under as favorable 
circumstances, 

Seeing the policy through means, right 
now, a naval war—whether it is called 
war or something else. It is unavoidable 
unless we wish to set our whole future 
afloat. 

Limited War 

But we are engaged in a limited war, 
confined to the seas, under seriously ad- 
verse conditions, First, we still leave the 
initiative to Hitler. Second, though a 
limited war is on, but not declared as war, 
every fifth columnist and defeatist in the 
country can continue to sabotage the 
defense effort, attempt to break down 
morale and allow himself to be a sounding 
board for Dr. Goebbels, 

The preposterous publicity stunt 
against the government's foreign policy, 
with the motion picture industry as scape- 
goat can continue, paid for by the tax- 
payers, with a phony Senate committee 
conducting an “investigation,” in which 
four of the five members have prejudged 
the case and are acting as prosecutors, 
witness, judge with the public as the 
audience. Mr. Lindbergh can continue to

Now that the American navy has em- 
barked formally upon its task of convoy- 
ing war materials for Britain as far as 
Iceland, in spite of German submarine 
and raider threats, there is a disposition in 
Canada and, I believe, in Britain to sit 
back breathlessly and wait for a great 
naval clash that will plunge the United 
States into active war. 

Ten chances to one it 
is a vain hope. 

Six months ago every 
expert observer in the 
British Empire and a 
good many in the United 
States would have been 
willing to bet real money 
that an American naval 
clash with Germany 
would precipitate war. 

Now it is fairly ob- 
vious that it is and

The Americans have just as much 
national pride as anyone else. A majority 
of them is warmly friendly to Britain. 

But so many millions of them live 
inland and possess no sea-consciousness 
whatsoever that they have little of that 
fierce protective instinct which every 
Britisher holds for his navy. 

A Nazi-connived naval disaster, for 
most of them, would just be another piece 
of sensational news, utterly without that 
personal significance which is essential to 
deadly anger. 


A dictatorship like Hitler's can wage 
undeclared wars, even limited wars, for 


Shock Is Necessary 


Unless Hitler unexpectedly collapses, 
thé United States will get into the war 
sooner or later because Hitler's next major 
campaign may be directed against the 
United States. 


But no naval 


incident, even a major 
one, will precipitate that entry. It will 
have to be something different, some 
violent shock involving an immediate 
threat which will enable the American 
| imagination to see Nazi bombs dropping 
on their cities and Nazi troops menacing 
their towns. 

Until the rank and file of the Ameri- 
cans recover from the hallucination of 
distance from the conflict, they will not 
permit their congressmen to declare war. 

War, of course, may develop without a 
declaration, Hitler may seize Portuguese 
ports and Dakar and other points and 
bedevil ihe American navy so successfully 
that the American administration, in very 
self defence, may have to oust him fore- 
ibly from those places. 

But, I repeat, there is precious little 
likelihood that even a major clash on the 
high seas will impel the Congress to de- 
clare a state of war. 

And the reason is that the American 
people have been kept so long in a state of 
indecision that the danger has become 
minimized in their minds and, with a 
characteristic national reaction, they have 
become unspeakably bored with the whole 
business. 


Some Misconceptions 


These opinions, which I confess have 
been developing over a period of weeks, 
find significant corroboration from Paul 
Manning, London correspondent for the 
American NEA Service, who has recently

This Winter 


ROCKY MOUNTAIN HOUSE — 
The Atlas Lumber company’s plan- 
ing mill is working 24-hours a day, 
turning out a capacity load of 
125,000 feet of planed lumber daily. 
Huge piles of Jumber in a yard half 
a mile long are being shipped out 
to fill the orders that pour in. Much 
is going to the government con- 
struction at Bowden. 

Trucks run night and day in to 
the planer from small mills out in 

the bush. Many of these small 
outfits used to shut down all sum- 
mer, but they have been run- 
ning steadily for a year and the 
others that did shut down are now 
being overhauled for the winter's 
work. 

North of town, where forest fires 
were so bad last spring, lumbermen 
are hurrying to start operations, to 
salvage fire-kilied trees.

junior baseball, hockey and football as we have been accustomed to 
giving to the pro and seMior forms of these games—don't you think we 
would be making quite an advance? 

Actually that is what the war has forced Edmonton to do. We have 
substituted a three-team city junior league for the Western Conference 
football that was costing us over $20,000 for a half dozen home game: 
and, generally speaking, there is no moaning among the fans. Next sea- 
gon's junior baseball promises to be good enough to satisfy the majority 
of reasonable fans should the senior clubs find themselves unable to 
operate.
